No  change  over  19^3  occurred  in  July,  "but  there  were  slight  reductions 
in  March  and  September  and  a  greater  decline  in  August.     Increases  were  shown 
in  other  months  ranging  from  h  percent  in  Januarv,  February ,  April,  and 
December  to  29  percent  in  November.     Slightly  higher  prices  for  most  crops, 
particularly  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,   contributed  to  higher  income

The  largest  acreage  of  wheat  since  1938 ,.  combined  with  an  average  yield 
of  over  18'  bushels  per  acre,  resulted  in  a  crop  in  1944  of  more  than  a  billion 
bushels,  the  largest  wheat  crop  ever  .produced  in  the.  United  States*  Although 
seeding  of  winter  wheat  was  retarded  in  most .  sections  by.  dry  weather  in  the 
fall  of  19^3 >  ample  rain  in  the  late  fall  and  spring  helped  to  bring  about 
heavy  crops  in  most  States.    Acreage  of  spring  wheat  was  far  above  average,  "but 
excessive  rain  during  the  harvesting  season  interfered  with  combining  and  - 
threshing,  and  resulted  in  considerable  loss.     Average  wheat  prices  for  the 
year  were  12  percent  above  1943 ,  and  cash- receipts  from  wheat  in  1944  were 
34  percent  greater. 

Corn  also  produced  a  record  crou  of  over  3  billion  bushels.    T7hile  acre* 
age  harvested  was  high  as  compared  with  recent  years  it  was  smaller  than  in  anj 
year  from  1909  to  1933*     Average  yields  per  acre,  however,  were  the  highest  of 
all  time,   except  for  the  1942  crop.    Heavy  rains  and  floods  delayed  planting  ir 
a  large  part  of  the  Corn  Belt,  but  late  plantings  escaped  the  worst  of  the 
severe  dry  weather  in  some  southern  sections.

The  crop  ranged  froih  F"  percent  above'  1943  in  the  South 
Central  Region  to  14.7  percent  above  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.  In 
general,  conditions  during  the  growing"  season  were  favorable  except 
|  in  sections  in  the    midwest  and  the  Appalachian  area,  where  severe" 
drought  and  codling  moth  injury  resulted  in  a  large  percentage  of  small- 
sizw  fruit  of  poor  quality,  and  in  the  Northeast,  where  there  'was  a  high 
percentage  of  drops  because  of  unusually  strong  winds.

Largest  Percentage  Gains  in  Cash  Receipts  fr om

iqkii.  compared  with  19*+3,  the  largest  part  of  the  gain  took  place  in  the 
southern  regions,  while  slight  declines  were  shown  in  some  of  the  northern 
sections.     Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  were  22 
percent  above  I9U3  —  the  largest  regional  increase.     Gains  were  made  in  all 
states  in  the  region,  from  *+  percent  in  Maryland  to  32  percent  in  South 
Carolina.  Slightly  greater  sales  at  higher  prices  resulted  inaan  increase 
of  l*-*-  percent  in  receipts  from  citrus  fruit  in  Florida.    Both  acreage  of 
tobacco  harvested  and  yields  increased  throughout  the  tobacco  area.  Produc- 
tion increased  generally,-  a  gain  of •  35  percent  over  19^3  being  shown  for 
North  Carolina,  the  largest  producer  of  tobacco  of  any  state  in  the  U.  S. , 
Income  from  tobacco  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  rose  *+6  percent  above  the 
year  before.

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STATE  AND  REGIONAL  ESTIMATES 

North  Atlantic  Region 

The  k  percent  increase  over  December  I9U3  in  cash  receipts  from 
crops  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  during  December  13kk  was  due  mostly 
to  the  large  gain  in  sales  of  apples,  especially  in  Massacuhsetts,  New 
York  and  Pennslyvania.  Receipts  were  also  high  from  potatoes  and  truck 
crops.  Income  from  eggs  showed  gains  in  all  States  except  New  York, 
and  led  the  way  to  an  increase  of  9  percent  in  receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  for  the  region. 

The  increase  in  the  apple  crop  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region 
was  largerly  responsible  for  the  gain  of  k  percent  in  receipts  from 
crops  in  the  year  lSkk  over  19^3  • 

East  North  Central  Region 

Soybeans  figured  prominently  in  raising  cash  receipts  from  crops 
in  the  East  North  Central  Region  during  December  5  percent  above  the 
same  month  in  19^+3,  while  decreases  in  marketings  of  hogs  and  poultry 
paved  the  way  -f or  the  2  percent  drop  in  receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products'. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  dropped  1  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region  in  19^  compared  with  19^+3*  as  income  from  soybeans  and 
vegetables  decreased,  while  receipts  from  wheat  and  fruit  rose  sharply. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  soybeans  in  Iowa,  grain  sorghums 
in  Kansas,  and  wheat  in  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota  and  Kansas  more  than 
offset  the  rather  severe  reduction  in  income  from  corn  in  parts  of  South 
Dakota  and  Nebraska.     This  reduction  was  caused  by  scarcity  of  cars  for, 
shipping,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of  corn  of  unusually  high 
moisture  content  which  could  not  be  marketed  without  conditioning.  Cash 
receipts  from  crops  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  during  December 
were  h  percent  greater  than  in  19^3»     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  in  December,  however,  dropped  11  percent  below  the  same  month 
in  19^3>  as  cash  receipts  from  hog  marketings  decreased  nearly  one-fifth 
as  a  result  of  the  relatively  small  number  of  pigs  farrowed  last  Spring. 

Receipts  from  flaxseed,  soybeans,  and  truck  crops  dropped  sharply 
in  the  West  Norfih  Central  Region  in  19^4-  and  although  income  from  wheat, 
cotton  and  potatoes  made  significant  gains,  cash  receipts  from  crops 
declined  2  percent  below  19^3. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

In  the  South  Atlantic  Region  receipts  from  crops  in  December  rose 
31  percent  above  19^-3,  as  income  from  tobacco  nearly  doubled  in  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina.    Receipts  from  fruits  also  increased  greatly  in 
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Virginia,  North  Carolina  and  Georgia.    Ho  change  was  shown  in  income 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  December,  compared  with  a  year 
earlier,  as  increases  in  receipts  from  meat  animals,  eggs  and  dairy 
products  were  great  enough  to  offset  reductions  in  income  from  poultry. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  full  year  19UU  rose  22  percent 
above  19^3.     Income  from  citrus  fruits  in  Florida  was  Ik  percent  greater 
than  during  the  previous  year.    Receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  cotton,  tobacco 
and  apples  increased  sharply  for  the  entire  region. 

South  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  Region  during 
December  dropped  2  percent  "below  19!+3»     Severe  declines  in  inceme  from 
truck  crops  were  shown  in  Tennessee  and  Texas,  and  receipts  from  cotton 
decreased  in  most  States.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
in  December  also  decreased. 2  percent  compared  with  the  same  month  in  19^3J 
as  cash  receipts  from  hogs  dropped  in  all  States. 

Income  from  wheat,  cotton,  tobacco  and  fruits  and  nuts  rose 
sharply  resulting  in  a  gain  for  the  full  year  l^kk  of  13  percent  over 
19^3  in  receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  Region. 

Western  Region 

Income  from  truck  crops  in  California  and  from  apples  in  Washington 
rose  sharply  and  cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  Western  Region  in 
December  increased  9  percent  over  December  19^3f  but  income  from  meat 
animals  dropped  rather  abruptly  to  bring  about  a  decrease  of  6  percent 
in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

Cash  receipts  from  citrus  fruits  for  the  entire  year  19^4  rose 

31  percent  above  19^3.     Sharp  increases  in  income  from  wheat  and  cotton 

also  contributed  in  bringing  about  a  gain  of  6  percent  in  receipts  from 
crops  in  the  Western  Region.
